Recommend the PCI not participate in this seminar on "The invasion of 
Cuba — the role of a peacetime CIA in a democracy," which Mr. Marglin 
further clarifies with this statement: 


The seminar would profit greatly from your years of experience 
in struggling both with the problems - moral, political and 
technical - raised by the existence of the CIA and with the 
conditions which have given rise to its existence."
